It  required  all  the  force  ol  Washington,  and 
the  wisdom  of  statesmen  like  Jefferson.  Ham- 
ilton and  Adams  to  bring  it  about  The  re- 
sult was  accomplished,  other  states  were  added 
from  time  to  lime,  and  today  it  stands  as 
probably  the  strongest  nation  in  the  world 

At  a much  later  date  the  Commonwealth 
of  Australia  was  federated  bv  the  willingness 
ol  its  six  states  to  yield  their  sovereignty  to 
the  wider  power.  In  each  of  these  instances 
the  loss  ol  lixal  power  was  more  than  com- 
pensated by  the  gam  in  security  and  by  open- 
ing wider  avenues  of  trade  for  their  products. 

If  also  eradicated  jealousies  and  differ rnce9 
that  had  formerly  disturbed  the  harmony  of 
neighboring  states. 

Similarly  it  should  be  found  that  nations 
that  have  surrendered  their  sovereign  rights 
lor  defence,  will  find  themselves  defended  by 
a vastly  wider  power  I he  very  existence  of 
a league  authority  should  also  facilitate  trade 
and  communication  among  all  the  nations 
within  it 

In  reality  the  league  will  not  demand  nearly 
as  much  surrender  ol  rights  as  in  the  Confed- 
erations mentioned  Lach  nation  will  still 
maintain  control  ovrr  its  customs,  currency 
and  postage  I he  chief  restriction  will  bt 
that  one  nation  will  not  be  allowed  to  declare 
war  upon  another  and  that  surely  should 
compensate*  for  some  slight  curtailment  of 
sovereign  prerogatives.
